U. S. Government Furnishes 
Democracies W ith Formula 


WASHINGTON,

The United States Government today 
furnished

policy of sharing the wealth of natural 
resources and an international police 
force to protect m ankind from its lust 
for power ami loot. 
This formula, represen ti ng a possible 
American contribution to world recon­ 
struction in the event the Axis powers 
are defeated, was outlined by Acting 
Sec retary of State Sum ner Welles be­ 
fore a handful of spectators attending 
the cornerstone laying for a new wing 
of tho Norwegian legation. 
Welles spoke beyond his meagre a u ­
